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Austrian Legation at the Hague Announces 
Evacuation by Czar’s Troops of Capital of 
Galicia Which Had Been in Their Posses- 
sion Since Early in War—New Battle Be- 
gun on 60-Mile Front in Poland.

LONDON, Oct. 14.—In a dispatch from The Hague, the cor- 
respondent of the Exchange Telegraph Co. says the Austrian le- 
gation at The Hague announces that the Russians have evacuated 
Lemberg, capital of Galicia, after a fierce fight. 

Lemberg has been in possession of the Russians since shortly 
after the beginning of their Galician campaign. 


Out of a multitude of rumors from 
both sides of the situation in Gilicia, 
this statement from The Hague is the 
first official and authoritative pro- 
nouncement. It is an Indication of the 
severity of the Russian reverses. The 
Austrians and the Germans that are 
fighting with them evidently are push- 
ing the Czar’s troops backward in a 
vigorous and general offensive. 

Dispatches in the last day or so indi- 
cate the Russians have been driven 
back &% miles, the Austrians and Ger- 
mans now oc ying all of Western Po- 
land with the @&ception of Warsaw. 

The Morning Post's Petrograd 
correspondent, in a dispatch dated 
Tuesday, says he believes a great 
struggle, woich has now been going on 
for three days between the Russian and 
the Austro-German forces along the 
Vistula River, “in an area other than 
had been expected, ia the beginning of 
a battle which will probably last. for 
weeks.”” Continuing his discussion of 
the conflict, the correspondent says: 

“It is occurring on a front of 60 miles 
on the left bank of the Vistula, pre- 
sumably representing the center of the 
German hosts. It may be supposed thax 
the Austrian remnants, filled up with 
heavy levies from the last reserves, 
have succeeded in recovering some sem- 
blance of an organized army unde:

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BUSCH WILL NOT 
BUILD $2,000,000 
HUTEL UN PARKWAY 


The $2,000,000 hotel planned by August 
A. Busch at the Twelfth street terminus 
of the traffic parkway which the city 
proposes to create, will not be built, 
Busch announced this afternoon at the 
end of a conference in Mayor Kiel’s of- 
fice with members of the City Plan Com- 
mission. 

Busch had previously announced that 
he could not definitely say he would 
build the hotel at this time unless finan- 
cial partners came forward to assist 
him in the undertaking. Todsy, when 
informed by city officials that in order 
to conform to the traffic scheme, the 
hotel must either have a traffic arcade 
5) feet wide in the center, or be built 
2 feet.from the present building lines 
on each side, Busch said he would 
abandon the project. 

At the end of the executive confer- 
ence Harry B. Hawes, attorney for 
Busch, acted as spokesman and said: 
“Mr. Busch finds that it would de- 
stroy the main floor of the hotel to al- 
ldw for a 50-foot arcade, and would re- 
duce the 193-foot frontage on Twelfth 
street to about 140 feet to cut off the 
required space at both ends, and there- 
fore will drop the project definitely. The 
space available for the structure would 
not be sufficient for the kind of hotel 
he had planned.” 

Hawes said Busch would look for an- 
other location and if a suitable one is 
found may revive the project later. 
President Kinsey of the Public Serv- 
ice Board said after the conference that 
bills would be introduced Friday, if they 
are ready, directing the condemnation 
of the Busch property and the balance 


of the space west to Grand avenue, be- 
tween Market and Chestnut streets.

explain the present operations 
in Northwestern Frarce, which 
are reported in dispatches an- 
nouncing the German advance upon 
Ostend, the seizure of Lille and the 
massing of allied troops south of 
Lille and north of Arras, it is neces- 
sary to review briefly the progress 
of recent events in the western fleld. 
It is similarly essential to recog- 
nize that, in the last four weeks, the 
whole German plan has been modified 
—or rather, a new plan has been 
adopted. , 

During the first six weeks of the 
war, that is, from the attack upon 
Liege to the battle of the Marne, the 
German General Staff attempted to 
destroy the military power of France 
by launching one terrific drive at 
Paris of the whole German military 
machine, save for a few army corps 
retained on the Russian boundary. 
Could France be crushed, Paris cap- 
tured, the chief enemy of the Ger- 
mans eliminated in the first weeks of 
war, the German masses could then 
g° east and dispose of Russia. After 
that Eng!and would remain, but only 
as a sea Power. This followed the 
strategy of Napoleon in his Auster- 
litz campaign. 


Failed by Narrow Margin. 

By a narrow margin this colossal 
effort failed. At the battle of the 
Marne the Germans were thrown 
back. They were not routed, but tt 
was nocessary for them to fall back 
upon a selected position, concentrate 
and refit. This work covered the 
pericd tru Sept. 7 until Sept. 13, 
when the (i¢rmans were again con- 
centrated behind the Ajisne,§ all 
armies again in touch and their line 
of communications intact. 

Once this concentration was 
achieved, there began promptly a 
fresh effort to take the offensive. 
From the Oise to the Meuse, along 
the broad front on which Soissons 
and Rheims are placed, there were, 
in the days following the end of the 
Gertian retreat from the Marne, des- 
perute struggles which marked the 
final attempt of the Germans to re- 
sume their initial plan, to crush 
France by a single blow. 

But by Sept. 20 it was plain that 
the opportunity had vanished; gains 
in certain places were made, but 
only nfinor gains, while allied re- 
sistance behind intrenchments be- 
came more and more sustained. It 
was plain to the whole world then, 
probably to the German genera! staff 
before, that the first German at- 
tempt, after great temporary tri- 
umph, had missed. It remained to 
begin another. 


Belgium Was Menace, 
Before a new attack could be made, 
however, certain conditions had to 
be faced. In their rush toward Paris, 
the Germans had left the Belgian 
army behind them at Antwerp, an 
English force at Ostend and the 
French channel ports uninvested.

But Paris untaken, the al- 
lied military power unbroken, they 
continued, after the battle of the 
Marne, a grave menace to German 
communications, a peril to their 
rear if they were compelled to leave 
the Aisne, and a drain upon their 
field armies, since they held back 
troops needed in France. 


Thus, in the last week of Septem- 
ber, it became clear that the Ger- 
mans, temporarily abandoning their 
(Afensive in France, were setting out 
methodically, deliberately, to clear 
the flank and rear in Belgium of the 
enemy. First in the road was Ant- 
werp. Until Antwerp was captured, 
their whole hold in Belgium was pre- 
carious, for Antwerp was east of the 
Scheldt, and from it Belgian troops 
could easily reach German communi- 
cations, 

So the Germans proceeded to be- 
siege and take Antwerp. This gave 
them possession of Belgium east of 
the Scheldt, that is, more than 
three-quarters of the kingdom; it 
also gave them the line of the Scheldt 
River as a barrier against any An- 
gio-Belgian attack coming east from 
Ostend. But it did not greatly short- 
en their line, and it left them still 
faced with the possibility of the 
eventual arrival on their front from 
Ostend, from Calais, from Dunkirk, 
from Boulogne of British armies sent 
across the channel. 

Advance to Channel Next. 

The next step, and the one which 
now fills the press, was logically an 
advance of the Germans to the 
channel. Look at the battle maps of 
the day, and it will be seen that the 
German line, after coming straight 
east from Metz and Noyon, turns 
north at a right angle and stretches 
vaguely toward Lille, Ghent and 
Antwerp; roughly speaking, this is 
150 miles, and it is against. this 
north and south front that the allies 
have been striking for two weeks, 
steadily pushing north. 

As long as the channel ports are 
in the hands of the allies, the Ger- 
mans will have to keep troops facing 
west, stand in strength against pos- 
sible attack from Callas, Boulogne, 
Dunkirk and Ostend. But if they can 
take these ports—and only Dunkirk is 
fortified—their right will rest solidly 
on the sea Their rear will be safe, 
because they hold the only ports at 
which large forces could be landed. 
Their line will be shortened, for the 
distance from Lille to Boulogne is 
but half that from Lille to Antwerp. 


Can Straightesw Line. 
More than this, if they can break 


down the French between their west- 
ern front and the channel, they will 


presently straighten out their whole 
battle line from the channel to Metz. 


Instead of the 1 miles from Noyon 
to Antwerp which they have now to 
protect, they will have only @ miles 
from Abbeville to Chaulines. Mean- 
time, they will have cleared out their

Khaki Exhausted, England 
Turns to Blue Uniforms

LONDON, Oct. 2.—Owing to 
wear and tear of campaigning, the 
War Department has had to send a 
complete new outfit to the force at 
the front. This and the clothing of 
the territorial force has consumed 
the available khaki. Uniforms of blue 
navy serge are now being turned out 
at the rate of 12,000 a day, and the 
supply of the historic jackets also is 
drawn on in the clothing of recruits 
of the new army. A shortage of army 
overcoats has forced the War Office 
to buy up civilian coats of various 
shapes and colors. 

The volunteers are larger men 
physically than the recruits of nor- 
mal times, so the stock army sizeg in 
clothing are found too small as a 
rule.

French Deny German Stories of Victory. 

‘‘While it is not our custom to reply to the inaccuracies of the German © 
press, it seems to us proper to denounce the false news published in certain’ — 
German newspapers concerning the pretended destruction of two divisions — 
(about 4000 men), of French cavalry. This information is absolutely errone 
ous. The truth is that certain French forces and German cavalry with sup 
ports have been engaged for several days along the front at La Basses, 
Estaires and Bailleaux. The German cavalry succeeded in making a very 
slight advance between the canal of La Bassee and the Lys, but they were 
obliged to draw back in the territory north of the Lys. 

‘(The losses sustained by the German cavalry are assuredly as percepti- 
ble as our own. One of the German divisions suffered particularly because it 
was pursued during one entire day by our aviators who did not cease te 
throw bombs down upon the German troops. 

‘‘ Another case is the fact that Germans announce they are undertaking 
the investment of Verdun. In this instance, also, to learn the truth it is suf- 
ficient to refer to the situation as set forth on several different occasions, * 
the French officidl communications. 


French Version of Situation at Verdun. é 
‘The Germans have not succeeded up to the present time in hurling them, 

selves against the fortified position of Verdun. They have, however, made 

two futile efforts to envelop, at a considerable distance, the French forces 

which are operating around Verdun. One of these efforts was charac 

by their attempt to go through the Argonne forest between Binarville and 

Varennes. It will be recalled that this movement failed, with very 

losses.

‘“Gen. von Kluck’s right is making a determined effort to cut through the 
allies’ lines, but thus far it has been frustrated.’’ 

A dispatch to the Daily News, from its correspondent at Ostend, says: 
‘(The Germans are approaching Ostend by three roads, from Ypres by way of 
Dixmude, from Coutrai through Thourout, and from Eecloo, through Bruges.’’ 

The Daily Sketch’s Ostend correspondent says: ‘‘Only a small Belgian 
force and almost no English troops remain in Ostend. Five refuge boats 
left here yesterday. A number of transports which were in the harbor also 
have put to sea.’’ 

So great is the demand for passage on steamers from Ostend that boats 
arriving at Folkestone yesterday carried no baggage As soon as they dis- 
charged their human freight the steamers returned to Ostend, where thou- 
sands of Belgian refugees were clamoring for transportation to England. 

Among the arrivals at Folkestone and Dover were several hundred 
wounded Belgian soldiers. They are being sent to provincial cities. 

It is estimated that already nearly 100,000 Belgian refugees have landed 
dn these shores. The boats at Ostend were literally stormed by the fugi- 
¢ives, many getting on board by way of the luggage chutes. 


French Victors at Jena 108 Years Ago Today. 

There is hope in London today that the anniversary of the battle cf 
Jena, in which the French gained a victory over the Prussians and Saxons, 
just 108 years ago today, may be celebrated along both battle fronts by 
events recalling this great and decisive struggle, but whatever the outcome, 
only the briefest reports are received of what is now happening in Belgium, 
in France and in Russian Poland. 

It is said all the efforts of Gen. von Kluck to smash the allies’ left have 
been repulsed. Gen. von Kluck is the commander of the German right wing. 


Germans to Give Autonomy to Poles 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The inquiry received at the State Department 
from Thomas E. Meehan, consul at Warsaw, as to whether he had authority 
to take over the British consulate in that city, led to the conclusion that the 
fall of Warsaw must be more nearly threatened than had previously been 
supposed. 

Consul Meenan reported that the Birtish consul at Warsaw had asked 
him to take over the British consulate in case the city was taken by the 
Germans. He has been informed by the State Department that he is to take 
charge of the British consulate whenever requested to do so.

Germans Move Siege Trains Forward 


BERLIN, via Amsterdam and London, Oct. 14.—Heavy fighting con- 
tinues in the Argonnes, two chains of hills in Northeastern France, accord- 
ing tO an official statement received here from the German general head- 
quarters under date of Oct. 13, Violent attacks made by the enemy east 
of Soissons have been repulsed, it is said. The communication follows: 

‘*There is no important news from the Western war theater. Violent 
attacks made by the enemy east of Soissons have- been repulsed, Heavy 
fighting continues in the Argonnes. Our troops are moving forward through 
dense underwood in very difficult ground, with siege guns for use against 
the fortifications. The French troops offer obstinate resistance, firing from 
trees, where machine guns are posted. Besides rifle pits, which are ar- 
ranged in tiers, they bave built strong points of support.’’ 

The statement contradicts reports given out by French army author- 
ities regarding success met with by the allies in the Woevre region, and 
denies other reports.

Englishman in Berlin Hears They

ZEPPELIN FLEET GATHERS 


German People Expect Holland 
to Join Empire After Bel- 
gium Is Absorbed.

AMSTERDAM, Sept. ®.—Reports are 
current in Berlin that the Krupps have 
completed some enormously heavy guns 
of a caliber and range never before at- 
tempted, and that a large fleet of Zep- 
pelins, according to some reports num- 
bering eighty or more, is being collected 
near Kiel, waiting a favorable oppor- 
tunity to sail for England, according to 
the statement of a British newspaper 
man who has just returned from Berlin 
to Amsterdam. 

Artillery officers assured this corre- 
spondent that the new Krupp guns have 
a range of about twenty-five miles and 
probably are destined for use at some 
channel port in event the Germans get 
a foothold there. He also says that the 
aeroplane factories in Germany are 
working day and night, supplying ma- 
chines, and that 200 aviators are qualify- 
ing for military service every week. 


“The English are more hated than 
either the French or Russians,’ he said. 
“The Germans would rather capture one 
Englishman than twenty of the others. 
In Germany, England is blamed for it 
all, rightly or wrongly. She is accused 
of being at the bottom of this war. 
Neither officers nor men of the German 
army seem to have much regard for the 
British army as a fighting machine, but 
they freely admire the pluck of the Brit- 
ish officers and the rapid range-finding 
ability of the British artillery. 

Fighters in Rererve, 

“Judging from what I saw in Berlin, 
that city at this moment holds another 
five or six army corps of able-bodied 
young men attached either to the first 
or second reserve or to the landsturm. 
The same proportionately may be said 
of all the other German cities. Every- 
where I was struck by the boundless 
enthusiasm for war. 

“It is true,’’ he continued, ‘‘that all 
the news is subjected to a severe cen- 
sorship. and therefore the people are 
told no more than that they are win- 
ning all along the line. Some more so- 
ber minds in Germany admit that they 
will get hard knocks some time and 
somewhere, but they have no doubt 
Germany will win. The prevalent opin- 
ion is that, in view of the amount of 
'German blood spilled in Belgium, that 
country inevitably will cease to exist 
except as a part of the German empire. 
Holland is regarded as a negligible 
quantity, and it is tuken for granted 
that the low countries will of their own 
accord become one of the German bun- 
derstaaten (federated states). 

“While it is true that there have been 
many commercial failures, business ts 
going on as usual, and in Berlin there 
are no unemployed crowding the streets. 
Food is cheap and plentiful, and it is 
asserted that there is a sufficient stock 
on hand for at least three years. So far 
as I can judge, Germany is far from 
being on the knee, and we will need 
every available man to down an enemy 
who is so determined, and whose en- 
thusiasm borders on fanaticism.” 

An American resident of Berlin, who 
also has just arrived in Amsterdam, 
says it is impossible for the people in 
Germany to estimate the total German 
casualties. The lists published in Ber- 
lin give the losses of the Prussian army 
only, while the losses of the Bavarians, 
the Saxons and the Wurtemburgers are 
published only in those kingdoms. 
London Plans to Give Up Lord 
Mayor’s Brilliant Show This Year

LONDON, Oct. 2—The Lord Mayor's 
show, with its gilded coaches and Geor- 
gian liveried flunkies in wig and cocked 
hats and its historical pageant, is likely 
to be abandoned this year when Sir 
Charles Johnston is installed on Nov. 9.

GIVE UP ANTWERP, 
BERLIN DECLARES 


British Said to Have Objected to 
Belgian King’s Plan to 
Surrender, 


BERLIN, Oct. 11, via Wireless to Say- 
ville, L. L, Oct. 14.—-The news of Ant- 
werp’s fall was received last evening 
(Saturday). No extra editions of the pa- 
pers announced the fall of the Belgian 
town, but the fact became generally 
known before long and the streets were 
filled with people carrying flags. There 
was no formal demonstration, however, 
but a quiet feeling of satisfaction over 
the achievement of German arms was 
everywhere apparent. 

It is commonly believed here that the 
army will soon be able to force the 
French lines. Emperor William person- 
ally telephoned the news of the fall of 
Antwerp to the Empress. 

It is officially stated that the bomb 
thrown by British airmen on the Zep- 
pelin shed at Dusseldorf caused com- 
paratively little damage. The roof of 
the shed shows an insignificant hole. 
It is reported that the airship in the 
shed was not Inflated, and consequently 
the damage was slight. 


Says Albert Was Overrvled. 
King Albert of Belgium, in order to 


avoid useless bloodshed, is said here to 
have intended to surrender Antwerp, 
but was prevented by the British, who 
led the defense before the garrison 
withdrew. The British, it is said, de- 
stroved 32 merchant steamers and ‘72 
German Rhine River vessels lying in the 
harbor. This act is described here as 
wanton destruction, justified by no mili- 
tary measure in the interest of defense. 

The following matter has been given 
to the press from official sources: 

“The correspondent of the Daily 
Chronicle states that the Belgian Gov- 
ernment, after the fall of Antwerp, 
planned to go to London. 

“The Baseler Nachrichten (presumably 
of Basel, Switzerland), states that the 
Matin of Paris publishes pictures of the 
cathedral of Rheims taken after the 
bombardment of that city, showing that 
the edifice was only siightliy damaged, 
The Matin at the same time admits that 
the harm done to the cathedral was 
insignificant. The Baseler Nachrichten 
deduces that the French official state- 
ment relative to the destruction of the 
cathedral is thus proved untrue. 

“An official telegraphic agency of Pe- 
trograd admits that the Russians suf- 
fered great loss in men and guns during 
the fighting of September with Austro- 
Hungarians. 

“Reuter’s Telegram Co. reports from 
Pekin that the Japanese have occupled 
the German island of Yap. 

“It is reported from Basel that Ger- 
man ambulance troops taken prisoners 
in France and returning by, way of 
Basel complain of serious insults re- 
ceived in French towns. They state that 
they were spat upon by women, their 
helmets knocked off and .that they were 
kicked by mobs, robbed of their luggage 
and all but starved to death. 

“The German papers consider the fall 
of Antwerp a British defeat, as the 
British spurred the reluctant Belgians 
to continue the resistance. During tne 
hombardment of the city special flags 
were hoisted on buildings of artistic ana 
historical value at the suggestion of 
the Germans. 

“The Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant’s 
representative, who visited East Prus- 
sia, states that he established by wit- 
nesses that the Russians committed 
most infamous crimes. They burned 
without cause three-quarters of the 
houses in many towns. The Russians 
suffered terrible losses in the last fron- 
tier fights.”

Quotes ‘‘Ten Commandments”’” 
Said to Have Been Laid Down 
by Bernstorff.

PARIS, Oct. 14.—Ex-Premier Georges 
Clemenceau, in his newspaper L. Homme 
Enchaine (The Chained Men), devotes 
his leading editorial today tw extracts 
from a letter which he says he has re- 


ceived from an intimate personal friend,,. 
who is an American diplomat. This 
American, Clemenceau says, knows the 
Kaiser and has been received personal- 
ly by the Emperor in Berlin. 

The letter relates to a conversation 

between Count von Bernstorff, the Ger- 
man Ambassador to Washington, and 
an important American banker, in the 
presence of several rich Germans from 
Berlin, one of whom had just given 
Bernstorff a check for the German Red 
Sross. The conversation is described as 
having taken place in the smoking room 
of a casino or hotel in an unnamed 
American city, which is described ade- 
quately enough to identify it as New- 
port. 
One of the Berliners asked Bernstorff 
what the Kaiser would take from 
France at the end of the war. The 
German Ambassador, says the letter, 
replied, counting off the points on his 
fingers: 

1. All the colonies, Morocco entire, 
Algeria and Tunis. 

2. All of France from St. Valery in 
a straight line to Lyons (or more 
than a quarter of France, with more 
than 15,000,000 inhabitants). 

8. An indemnity of  10,000,000,000 
(probably francs, equivalent to %,- 
000,000,000, twice the Indemnity of 1871). 

4. 4 commercial treaty permitting 
German goods to enter France duty 
free for 25 years, without reciprocity, 
thereafter a continuation of the trade 
conditions of the treaty of Frank- 
fort. 

5. No recruits to be levied tn France 
in 2 years. 

6. The demolition of all French 
fortresses. 

7. A gift by France of 3,000,000,000 
rifles, 3000 cannon and 40,000 horses. 

8. Patent rights for German patents 
without reciprocity for % years. 

9. France to abandon her alliance 
with Russia and Engiand. 

10. A %-year treaty of alliance with 
Germany.

“As for France, she must be reduced, 
sunk forever, made anotber Portugal or 
Turkey. even if we have to kill 6,000,000

trot, unlimbered on the quays and-opened fire with shrapnel on the 
Belgian rear guard, which was landing from lighters on the opposite 


side of the river.

ing Belgians.

For five hours the mighty host poured 
through the streets of the deserted city 
while the houses shook to the thunder 
of their tread. Company after com- 
pany, regiment after regiment, brigade 
after brigade, swept past, until the eye 
grew weary of watching the ranks of 
gray under slanting lines of steel. 

As they marched, they sang, the can- 
yon formed by the high buildings along 
the Place de Meler echoing to their 
voices roaring out, ‘‘Die Wacht am 
Rhine” ‘and “A Mighty Fortress Is Our 
God.” 

Hach regiment was headed by its field 
music and colors and when darkness 
fell and street lamps were lighted, the 
shrill music of fifes, the rattle of drums 
and the tramp of marching feet remind- 
ed me of a torchlight election parade. 

Horses Well Groomed. 

‘Hard on the heels of the infantry 
rumbled artillery, battery after bat- 
tery, until one wondered where Krupp 
found time or steel to make them. These 
were the forces that had been in al- 
most constant action for the last two 
weeks and that for 36 hours had poured 
death and destruction into the city, yet 
the horses were well groomed and the 
harness well polished. Behind the fleld 
batteries rumbled the quick-firers, the 
same pompoms whose acquaintance I 
had made at Woerde and elsewhere. 
And then, heralded by a  bilare of 
trumpets and a crash of kettle-drums, 


came the cavalry, cuirassiers in helmets | 


and breast plates of burnished steel, 
hussars in befrogged jackets and fur 
busbies, and finally the uhlans riding 
amid forests of ‘ances under a cloud 
of fluttering pennons. 

But this was not all, nor nearly all, 
for after the uhlans came the blue- 
jackets of athe naval division, broad 
shouldered, bewhiskered fellows, with 
caps worn rakishly and a roll of the sea 
‘tn their gait. Then the Bavarian in- 
fantry in dark blue, the Saxon infantry 
in light blue and Austrians in uniforms 
of beautiful silver gray, and last of all, 
a squadron of gendarmes in siiver and 
bottle green. | ; 

As that great fighting machine swung 
past I could not Hut marvel at how the 
gallant, chivalrous and courageous, but 
ill-prepared little army of Belgium had 
held it back as long as it had. 

Few Persens to See Spectacle. 

The most remarkable feature df this 
wonderful spectacie was that there 
were comparatively few persons to see 
it. So far as onlookers were concerned 
the Germans might as well have 
marched through the streets of Pompelilt. 
Another American and I, standing on 
the balcony of the American consulate, 
were the only spectators in the whole 
length of Place de Meier, which is the 
Broadway of Antwerp. 

Tt reminded me of a circus that had 
come to town a day before it was ex- 


drawn by a fat white horse, with two 
soldiers on the bov which accom- 


panied a regiment of Bavarians. Both | 


*horse and carriage were decorated with 
flowers and ferns as though for a 


were pouring across it in a steady 


entering the city Saturday morning the 
rushed, out with beer, 
cheese, bread and flowers, evidently 
with the idea of placating them by 
means. of their pitiful little offerings. 
It was not a pleasant sight, but these 
people have been so terrified by tales 
of German barbarities that one can 
hardly blame them. 


Armored Autos Entered First, 

Prior to the actual occupation half 
a dozen motor cars, filled with armed 
men wearing gray uniforms and spiked 
helmets, entered Antwerp. through 
Porte de Malines, sped down the 
splendid tree-lined boulevards which 
lead to the heart of the city and drew 
up before the Hotel de Ville (City Hall), 
cautiously opened the door in _ re- 
sponse to the summons of a young 
officer in a voluminous gray cloak. , 

“T have a message to deliver to the 
Communal Council,’ said the young 
man pleasantly. 

“The Communal Councillors are at 
dinner and cannot be disturbed,” was 
the.doorkeepers’ reply. “Monsleur 
will have the kindness to take a seat 
until they are finished.” 

So the young man in the spiked 
helmet became seated on a wooden 
bench and other men in spiked hel- 
mets ranged themselves in a row 
across the hall. 

After a quarter of an hour’s delay 
the door of the dining room was 
opened and a portly Councillor ap- 
peared, wiping his mustache. 

“You have a message you wish to 
deliver?” he inquired. “What might 
it be?’ 

“The message I am instructed to 
give you, sir,” said the young man, 
clicking his heels sharply together 
and bowing from his waist, “is. that 
Antwerp is now a German city, and 
that you are requested by the Gen- 
eral commanding his Imperial Ma- 
jesty’s forces so to inform your 
townspeople and to assure them that 
they will not be molested, so long as 
they display no hostility toward our 
troops.” 

As the German officer had been 
sent to inform the Communal Coun- 
cil of the city’s capture, the delegates 
Had no choice but to accept the 
terms. 

Hew the City Surrendered. 

Thus, after 3 hours’ bombardment, 
Antwerp was occupied. On receiving 
word from the Colonel commanding the 
last line of defense that he could hold 
out but a few minutes longer, Burgo- 
master de Vos, accompanied by Deputy 
Louis, Franck, Councilor Rickmans and 
the Spanish Consul, went out in an a.- 
tomobile, under a flag of truce, to ob- 
tain the best terms possible for their 
city. It was expected that American 
Consul Diederich would be one of the 
delegation, but it was learned that he 
had departed by automobile for Ghent 
Thursday morning. 

Lieutenant-General von Schultz, com- 
manding the German forces, told the en- 
voys that if the outlying forts were 
immediately surrendered no money 
would be demanded from the city; 


‘though all merchandise in warehouses 


would be confiscated. 

Though the 36 hours’ bombardment 
which preceded the taking of the city 
caused enormous damage to property, 
there was comparatively small loss of 
life, this being due to almost complete 
exodus of the population.

A shell entered the roof of the Hotel 
St. Antoine, passed through two bath- 
rooms and exploded in the room occu- 
pied 48 hours before by the Russian Min- 
ister, destroying everything in it. 

The cathedral _was struck only by one 
shell,, which entered through the wall 
over the western entrance and exploded 
over the side chapel. The American Ex- 
press Co.’s offices on the Quai Van 
Dyck were slightly damaged. A shell 
struck the house occupied by Edwin 
Weigie of Chicago, an American named 
Hunt and the Dutch Vice-Consul ana 
blew the entire second floor into smith- 
ereens. Fortunately the guests were at 
that time crouching under mattresses 
in the coal cellar. 

A Zeppelin hovered over the city dur- 
ing Thursday morning’s bombardment, 
dropping occasional bombs. 

Shells Demolished Houses. 

Though the German shrapnel created 
enough havoc, it was child's play com- 
pared to the damage done by the siege 
guns. When a 42-centimeter shell struck 
a house it demolished it, the whole 
house collapsing in ruin as _ though 
shaken to pieces by an earthquake. 

Almost as much damage was caused 
by fires resulting from the bombar4d- 
ment as from the shells themselves. The 
entife west side of the Marche Eux Sol- 
iers, from the head of the Place de 
Meier to the Place Verte, including 
Hotel @’Europe, Cafe Royale and a line 
ot fashionable shops opposite the Ho- 
tel St. Antoine, were destroyed. A quar- 
ter of.a mile of buildings in the Rue 
Van. Bree, including the handsomest 
apartment in the city, are nothing but 
charred walls. The handsome biock in 
Rue de la Justice is burned. Several 
hundred dwellings scattered through the 
city have been burned to the ground. 

As the city is without water, except 
such as can be pumped from the river, 
the firemen were powerless to check the 
flames. That every building on the 
Place Verte, and very probably the ca- 
thedra) itself, was not burned is due to 
an American resident, Charles Whithoff, 
who, realizing the extreme gravity of 
the situation, suggested to the German 
military authorities that they dynamite 
the surrounding buildings. At 10 o’clock 
at night word was sent to Brussels and 
at 4 o'clock in the morning six automo- 
biles with dynamite arrived and the 
walls were blown up under Mr. Whit- 
hoff's directions, the German soldiers 
standing on the roofs of neighboring 
buildings and throwing dynamite. It 
was a lively night for everyone con- 
cerned. 

Five Americans Remained. 

The following Americans remained fn 
the city throughout the bombardment 
and occupation: Manly Whedbee, di- 
rector of the British-American Tobacco 
Co.; Mr. and Mrs. William Sherwood, 
Charlies Whithoff and Mrs. Louis Stein- 
mann, wife of the Swiss Consul. 

The Germans are making every effort 
to clean up the city and restore it. to 
a normal condition. Prompt measures 
were necessary to prevent a terrible 
epidemic, as the water supply has 
been cut for 10 days and streets are 
filled with dead animals and refuse. 
Terrible sanitary conditions exist every- 


though. on an island in the South 
Pacific... Though several correspond- 
ents remained through a portion of 
the bombardment, I am the only one of 
any nationality, so far as I am aware, 
who has been an eyewitness of. every 
act in the stirring drama, which began 
with the flight of the Belgian govern- 
ment from Brussels to Antwerp and 
ended with the entry of the Germans. 


Hoists U. 8S. Flags on Boats. 

I witnessed Thursday night’s bom- 
bardment, as described in my last dis- 
patch from the Red Star quay, which, 
by the way, was much too unprotected 
to be pleasant. Several times during 
the night I would have given all I 
possessed to have had a cellar to crawl 
into. At daybreak I raced down the 
river in a motorboat, which had been 
kept waiting, much against the boat- 
man’s inclinations, to the fishing village 
of Doel, where I had left. my car. I 
drove 2 miles through masses of ter- 
ror-stricken fugitives to the Dutch 
frontier, where a Belgian priest of- 
fered to walk eight miles with my dis- 
patches to the nearest telegraph sta- 
tion at Huls. Returning at top speed 
to Doel, I found the owner of the 
motorboat had decamped. 

Neither bribes nor threats nor’ plead- 
ings could induce a boatman to take 
me back to Antwerp. I finally ap- 
pealed to the chief quarantining of- 
ficer, who placed a quarantine launch 
and a crew of six men under my or- 
ders. When the engineer learned of 
my destination, however, he developed 
a sudden illness and refused to go. 
It being no time for half measures I 
appealed to the military commander, 
who gave the man the alternative of 
obeying orders or being shot then and 
there for mutiny. Thereupon the man 
recovered his health quite suddenly. I 
hoisted American flags taken from the 
automobile at the masthead and stern 
and started at full speed up the river. 

When within sight of the Antwerp 
wharves the crew refused to proceed. 
They said they would all be taken pris- 
oners by the Germans. I assured them 
they were under the protection of the 
Stars and Stripes and would not be 
harmed, though, to tell the truth, I felt 
very doubtful about it. Promises of 
money proving unavailing I was com 
pelled to display my large black auto- 
matic. I would not have used it, o* 
course, but they did not know that. This 
proved an effective argument and they 
landed me at the customs house quay. 
They were in such haste to get away 
they could hardly wait for me tc pay 
them. 

Flames All Around Hotel. 

I reached the Hotel de Ville in time 
to witness the dramatic scenes at- 
tending the entry of the first German 
soldiers and the surrender of the city 
The Hote] St. Antoine was deserted, 
but after I potnded on the door the 
frightened caretaker appeared from his 
refuge in the cellar and admitted me. 
I was just sitting down to my first 
meal in 30 hours when the police burst 
in with the news the city was burning. 
I found an entire block opposite the 
notel in flames, and as there was no 
water the firemen were powerless to 
check them. When [ discovered the 
block immediately behind the hotel also 

it struck me it was time to 


Leopold. I rang the bell and was taken 
in by a poor little bookkeeper, who 
Shared his hall bedroom with me A 
fragrent of a shell had entered his 
window while he was shaving, but he 
explained he was not afraid, because 
he did not have long to live anyway. 
Upon calling at the consulate in the 
morning I found that Consul-General 
Diederich and Vice-Consul Sherman 
had departed two days before for parts 
unknown. As there were a large num- 
ber of frightened people clamoring ‘for 


.reassurance and protection and as there 


was no one else to look after them, I 
opened the consulate and assumed 
charge. The proceeding was wholly ir- 
regulars and unauthorized, of course, ani 
will probably scandalize Department of 
State officials in Washington, but it was 
no time for red tape. 

I immediately wrote a letter to the 
German commander, informing him 
that in the absence of the Consul-Gen- 
eral I had assumed charge of American 
and British interests in Antwerp and 
expected the fullest protection. I re- 
ceived a courtecus reply immediately, 
saying no alarm need be felt and that 
every protection would be afforded to 
foreigners. In the absence of the con- 
sular staff, Donald Thompson, the pho- 
tographer, volunteered to act as at- 
tache and convey messages to the Ger- 
man headquarters. 


American Struck With Sword. 


While on his way to the Hotel de Ville, 
a German infantry regiment passed 
Thompson. Because he failed to re- 
move his hat to the colors, a German of- 
ficer struck him twice with the flat of 
his sword, only desisting when Thomp- 
son pulled an American flag from his 
pocket. Upon learning of the occur- 
rence, I sent a vigorous protest to the 
Military Governor, who sent profuse 
apologies for the incident and offered to 
punish the officer if Thompson could 
identify him. 

The Consul-General returned to his du- 
ties this morning. The Military Govern- 
ment had issued me safe conduct and I 
left Antwerp on a bicycle for the Dutch 
frontier, going thence by carriage to 
Bergen-op-Zoom. For 20 miles this road 
was lined by absolutely destitute fugi- 
tives. The only food was thousands of 
turnips pulled from the fields. The suf- 
fering of the women and children and 
aged is beyond imagination. The re- 
sources of Holland to care for these peo- 
ple are totally inadequate.

FRENCH BIPLANE 
FELLS AIR SCOUT 


German Aviator Braves Fire 
From Enemy’s Lines by Fly- 
ing Low in Duel. 


ARMY VIEWS ENCOUNTER 


Success of Dangerous Maneuver 
Enabled Troops to Carry 
Out Plans. 


By Associated Press. 

PARIS, Oct. 14—The activity of Ger- 
man aeroplanes over Paris has brought 
up a general discussion of the value of 
these machines in warfare and a re 
cital of thrilling aerial duels between 
French and German machines. 

One French corps commander is 
quoted as having said that in his opin- 
ion a single aeroplane was as valuable 
as a division of cavalry. Aeroplanes 
are of the greatest service in prevent- 
ing surprises, and few important move- 
ments of troops have been made which 
have not been promptly reported by 
aerial scouts before their completion, 

A daring encounter took place recently 
between a German monoplane and @ 
French, biplane, during a critical mo- 
ment in the execution of an important 
maneuver north of the River Oise. The 
German machine was seen sailing over 
the French lines just before a strong 
detachment of troops was to start on 
a movement to the north. For the suc- 
cess of this maneuver it was vital thai 
this sentry of the air be removed and 
a French biplane undertook the respon- 
sibility. 

The Frenchman rose abruptly and in 
rapid circles gained an altitude greater 
than that of the German, but even this 
advantage was not sufficient to drive the 
scout away. 

In a daring dive, in which he braved 
a heavy fire from the French lines, the 
German scended to a height of 1000 
yards, gd, skillfully avoiding the 
French machine, he started to drive for 
the German lines. The Frenchman 
seemed to have the advantage in speed. 
which has not often been the case in 
aeroplane encounters in this war. For 
awhile the German was successful in 
keeping out of reach of the Frenchman, 
but the biplane, continuing its flight at 
a considerable height, finally attained 
an advantageous position. 

Then there could be heard the quick 
and sharp reports of a machine gun 
on the French flier. The monoplane 
floated for a few moments, as if the 
pilot had lost control, and then, flut- 
tering like a wounded bird on the wing, 
the machine started an oblique flight 
downward, which ended in its crashing 
to the earth. 


Americans of Italian Birth 
Impressed Into Italy's Army 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Naturalized 
Americans of Italian birth, and even 
male children of Italian parentage born 
in the United States will return to Italy 
at their peril during the continuance 
of the present European war, for they 
are certain to be impressed into the 
Italian army, which is now being mo- 
bilized. Hundreds of complaints have 
come to the State Department from 
friends and relatives of young Italians 
who, after having been naturalized in 
America, have returned to’ Italy for 
visits, that they have been required to 
join the army. The State Department 
has been unable to do anything for 
them because there is no naturalization 
treaty betweeg Italy and the United 
States, so that the former country does 
not concede the right of these Ialians 
to expatriate themselves. 

Regarding the children born of Ital- 
lans in the United States, who are like- 
wise being drafted into the Italian army 
upon their appearance in Italy, there is 
a-possibility of serious complications 
between the two Governments. Like the 
French Government, the Italian Gov- 
ernment has consistently held that such 
children are Italian citizens upon their 
return to Italy. The State Department 
never has admitted this contention, 
which strikes at the roots of American 
citizenship, and up to this time an ac- 
tual issue has been averted by the 
granting of indefinite leaves of absence 
to such persons by the Italian Govern- 
ment, a privilege which it has now with- 
drawn.

“We need to enlarge out colonial pos- 
sessions so as to afford a home and 
work to our surplus population, unless 
we wish to run the risk of seeing again 
the strength and productive power of 
our rivals increased by German emi- 
gration, as in former days. 


Conditions Intolerable. 


“Partitioned as the surface of the 
globe is among nations at the present 
time, such territorial acquisitions We 
can only realize at the cost of other 
states or in conjunction with them; and 
such results are possible only if we 
succeed in securing our power in the 
center of Europe better than hitherto. 
With every move of our foreign policy 
today we have to face a European war 
against superior enemies. 

“This sort of thing is becoming intol- 
erable. The freedom of action of our 
people is thereby hampered to an ex- 
traordinary degree. . Such a state of af- 
fairs is highly dangerous, not only for 
the peace of Europe, which, after all, 
is only a secondary matter for us, but 
above all, is most dangerous to our- 
selves. It is we whose economical, na- 
tional and political development is be- 
ing obstructed and injured; it is we 
whose position in the world is being 
threatened after we have purchased it 
so dearly with the blood of our beat. 
We must therefore strive to find out 
by all means who is for or who fe 
against us. On this depends not only 
the possibility of carrying into execu- 
tion the political aims befitting the 
greatness and the wants of our coun- 
try; but also the very ex.stence of our 
people as a civilized nation. 

“It is impossible to change the parti- 
tion of the earth as it now exists in 
our favor by diplomatic artifices. -. 
we wish to gain the position in the 
world that is due to us, we must rely 
on our sword, renounce all weakly vi- 
sions of peace, and eye the dangers 
surrounding us with resolute and un- 
flinching courage.” 

Germany’s Obligatior 

The author goes on to declare hat 
“Germany's output in brainwork is 
greater than that of any other peo- 
ple.” The importance of Germany as 
a “civilizing nation” is enormous, and 
the nation has become a necessary fac- 
tor in the development of mankind. Aa 
a result, Gen. Bernhardi believes that 
there is imposed upon the Germans the 
obligation of spreading their mental and 
moral influence, “‘and of paving the 
way everywhere in the world for Ger- 
man labor and German idealism.” He 
refers to the increased influence of 
“Teutonic culture.” Political power ‘is 
the medium through which the “civi- 
lizing tasks’’ of the nation are to be 
earried out. 

Upposed to the German idea of ex 
pansion are “the most powerful states 
of Europe’—France, Russia and En- 
gland. He foresaw that Italy might 
not help Germany against these foes, 
and even expresses doubt of Austria. 
He says: 

“It is possible that in case of war we 
will have to face all these enemies sin- 
gie-handed. At least, we must be pre- 
pared for this. The Triple Alliance is 
purely defensive. Neither Austria nor 
Italy is bound by treaty to support us 
in all cases of war under all circum- 
stances. In so far as their own advantage 
is not touched, they take no :nterest in 
Germany's world-politics; and it must 
at any rate be left an open question 
whether their statesmen will always Le 
far-sighted enough to make the lasting 
advantage of their states’ the pole of 
their policy, even at the risk of a 
war. We are thus, in all that is essen- 
tial. dependent on our own strength, 
and must plainly see that on the power 
of our defensive forces alone depends,

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GERMAN PEOPLE CALM IN 
VICTORY AND REVERSES, 
SAYS AMERICAN WRITER 


Not So Much Excitement Among Residents of 
Aachen, When Army Was Nearing Paris, 
as in America Over Vera Cruz Incident. 


By JOHN T. McCUTCHDON,

AIX - LA~- CHAPELLG, Germany, 
Sept. &-—-When I arrived in Aachen 
(Alx-la-Chapelle) three weeks ago, the 
German army had been piling up vic- 
tory after victory and were rolling the 
allies back toward Paris. One might 
have expected the town to be wild with 
excitement, but it was not. The vic- 
tories were accepted quietly, and with 
no demonstration. 

There was not nearly as much ex- 
citement here when the Germans were 
nearing the fortifications of Paris as 
there was in America when our sailors 


could see no exultation in the faces of 
the people in the streets and in the res- 
taurants, In the city there was an or- 
derly calm which is hard to understand. 

Two weeks later the Germans buf- 
fered their first serious reverse. The 
newspapers and oulletins announced 
frankly that the Germans had been 
forced to retreat. The little flags on 
the war maps in the windows were 
moved back from Meaux and the en- 
virens of Paris to positions many miles 
further away, The crowds looked at 
the bulletins and the maps with no in- 
dication . despair or discouragement. 


ttitude Admirable. 
All a. these significant and eru- 


cial days the attitude of the German 
people has been admirabie in its repres- 
sion both in victory and defeat. The 
courtesy of the people has not changed 
as it might reasonably be expected to 
ne Se the days when the news was 
ad. 

Contrary to reports, there is plenty 
of food here. The prices in the restau- 
rants are very low and there is no indi- 
cation of a shortage. Eggs, instead of 
being nearly a mark apiece, as I have 
read in an Bnglish paper, are 11 marks 
per hundred of the freshest and best 
quality. Fresh meat ig plentiful and 
other commodities are neither scarce 
nor dear. 

It is possible that the proximity of 
Aasghen to Holland -may. make -food 
prices lower here than in the interior 
German cities, but I am told that there 
is no likelihood of a food shortage for 
@ year or more. The crops this year 
have been large and the people have 
succeeded in getting them safely har- 
yested and stored. 

Food Is Pientifal. 

Nearly every night we eat in one of 
the principal hotels, which serves an 
excellent dinner for 1% marks, about 87 
cents. Soup, two meat courses, a vege 
table and cheese are included in this 
dinner. Correspondingly low are the 
prices in all the other eating places. 
a condition which eould not possibly 
exist if the country were suffering a 
food shortage. 

Also there seems to be no lack of 
money, if one may judge by the way 
the people have responded to the cail 
for subscriptions to the war loan. The 
Government first called for subscribers 
to take up a bond issue of 2,500,000,000 
marks, and within a few days the ap- 
plications reached a total of mearly 
5,000,000,000 marks. 

If Germany loses, the people believe 
it will mean national extinction and thai 
Russia will inundate them from the 
North, France from the South and En- 
gland will take her colonies and her 
over-seas commerce, Consequently they 
are fighting for their lives and in the 
pelief that they must not lose. 


Russia Began Months Ago. 
The Germans with whom I have talked 


are most earnest in their belief in the 
Kaiser's love of peace. They say that 
he hag hoped to finish his reign without 
war, and quote his action in Morocco a 
few years ago as illustrating his willing- 
ness to accept humiliation rather than 
go to war. They also say that Russia 
began mobilizing severa] months ago, in 
proof of which they point to Russian 
prisoners captured on the German fron- 
tier who belong to regiments known to 
have been stationed in Eastern Asia. 
The regiments must, they reason, have 
been drawn in from the Far East and 
brought within striking distance of the 
German border long before war was de- 
clared. 
I heard a story yesterday which in- 
dicates the bitterness of the Russian 
fighting. A Russian General issued a 
printed order, so the story goes; that 
every German male who was old enough 
to serve in the army should be killed 
regardless of whether he was civilian or 
soldier, The women were to be spared. 
Losses Are Terrific. 
The Germans say that if this General 
ie ever captured he will be immediately 
shot. 
The losses In the war have been ter- 
rific. In Aachen alone I think I have 
seen 1000 wounded men in the streets, 
aside from those in the hospitals, 

For these great losses the Germans 
have nerved themselves. They expec’ 
the casualties to be great. One prom- 
inent German made the prediction yes- 
terday that before the war Was ended 
500,000 Germans would be killed and per- 
haps four times that number wounded 
out of a total of 10,000,000 men, 

He added that the enemy's losses 
would be very much greater, and that. 
unfortunately, these sigantic losses 
would include the best blood and man- 
hood of the nations at war. 

The newspapers reprint many arti- 
cles which reflect a favorable attitude 
in’ American opinion, and one often 
hears the hope expressed that the 
Americans may know the truth about 
the conduct of the German soldiers in 


the war. 

Reund Rebin Piceases Kaiser. 
When I returned from the + re 
frontier after having followed and been 
with the German army for a number of 
dags, I was so convinced that the stories 
of German atrocities had been grossly 
exaggerated that I, in company with 
four other American correspondents 
who shared this belief, made a state 
ment in which we united In declaring

CHICAGO, Oct. 14.—Deaths and in- 
juries resulting from industrial accidents 
in the United States have been reduced 
one-half within the last six years, ac- 
cording to a report presented today to 


the convention of the National Council 
of Industrial Safety. 

Six years ago the report of Secretary 
Cameron set forth, there was an aver~ 
age of 25,000 deaths resulting from 
2,000,000 industrial accidents annually in 
the nation. He said that practically 
every large railroad, industrial and man- 
ufacturing corporation in the country 
had joined the “safety first’’ ranks, and 
that the smaller organizations were 
coming in at the rate of 100 per month. 
More than 78,000 employes, he assert- 
ed, were not working under the safe- 
guards and improvements suggested by 
the council.

WAR FORCES TWO 
BRAZIL ROADS INTO 
RECEIVERS’ HANDS 


Maine Corporations Operating 
5000 Miles Unable to Meet 
Interest on Bonds. 


PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 14.—Receivers 
for the Brazil Railway Co. and its sub- 
sidiary corporation, the Madeira-Ma- 
more Railway Co., were appointed in 
the Federal Court yesterday in conse- 
quence, it is alleged, of the demoraliza- 
tion of business in Brazil because of the 
European war and the failure to re- 
ceive more than $10,000,000 said to be 
due the Brazilian Railway Co. from the 
republic of Brazil. The indebtedness of 
the Brazil Railway Co., which joins in 
the petition for recetvership, is said to 
exceed $118,000,000. 

The receivers are W. Cameron Forbes 
of Dedham, Mass., former Governor- 
General of the Philippines, for the Bra- 
sil Railway Co. and Forbes and David 
T. Davis of New York City for the Ma- 
deira-Mamore Ralflway Co. Both are 
Maine corporations. 

The companies own or control more 
than 5000 miles of railroad in Brazil 
and were financed largely by foreign 
capital. The complainant is Deane 
Mann of London, England, who owns 
$116,800 of the bonds of the Madeira- 
Mamore Railway Co. He claims the 
interest due the first of this month was 
not paid. 


GOV. HUNT TO KEEP 
MILITIA OFF THE BORDER 


Secretary Garrison Says U. S. 
Troops Will Watch Fighting 


Mexicans Across Line. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14—Secretary 
Garrison today telegraphed Gov. Hunt 
of Arizona that the dispatch of state 
militia to Naco or Douglas, as pro- 
posed by the Governor, would compli- 
cate the situation at those places, and 
that the United States forces there were 
doing everything that should be done to 
protect American lives and property 
from the danger to which they were 
exposed by the fighting Mexicans across 
the line, short of actually invading 
Mexico. 

He earnestly advised the Governor ro 
use his influence to prevent Arizona cit- 
izens from exposing themselves to dan- 
ger. 

Secretary Garrison said that at Naco 
there were 14 troops of cavalry and tw» 
machine gun companies. 

‘“‘An ill-considered move on our side 
may precim'tate an armed conflict be- 
tween the American forces and the 
Mexicans with ultimate consequences 
that n@ one can foresee,” said the Seo- 
retary. He also stated: ‘“‘The President 
is advised of the contents of this mes- 
sage and conours with what is said 
herein.”’ °

REPEAL BILL T 
60 TO COUN 


Chairman of Committee Agrees 
to Report the Measure at 
Session, Friday. 


Many speakers last night advocated 
the repeal of the 50-year loop franchise 
of the Southern Traction Co., ata pub- 
lic hearing before the Council Rail- 
roads Committee. 

Chairman Rower and Councilman 
Hines agreed after the hearing to re- 
port the repeal bill to the Council at 
its next meeting, Friday, so that defi- 
nite action may be. taken before the 
free bridge bond election, Nov. 6. It 
was hinted that both adverse and fa- 
vorable reports would be made by the 
committee, which once befors stood 2 to 
1 against a repeal and in favor cof re- 
ducing the term of the grant to 2% 
years. A bill to accomplish this seduoc- 
tion is now in the hands of the coin- 
mittee and may be reported Friday also, 
members said. 


Time for Final Action, 
There is time for both branches of 


the Municipal Assembly to pass a re- 
real bill and make it effective before 
the election Nov. 6, provided both act 
at the earliest regular meetings. 

The Council, by a two-thirds vote, may 
suspend its rules Friday if the bill is 
reported, and after sending it to the 
Engrossed Bills Cormmittee, might place 
it on its passage. If the bill is passed 
Friday by the Council, and the vote re- 
considered, the measure might receive 
its first reading in the House of Dele- 
gates Friday night, its second reading 
a. the next regular meeting, Tuesday, 
end be enacted at the following meet- 
ing, Friday, Get. 23. One more meet- 
ing would be required in that event 
for the signatures of the Council Prez 
ident and Speaker of the House, and 
the Mayor would receive the bill, ready 
for his signature ty Oct. 27. 

Fred G. Zeibig, chairman of the Cam- 
paign Committee of the Citizens’ Bride 
Committee, presented to the Councilmen 
a resolution adopted Monday at a mass 
meeting of 114 civic organizations, advo- 
cating the repeal of the traction ‘’ran- 
chise as the only obstacle to tne pas- 
sage of bonds and the completion of the 
free bridge. 

Howe Speaks for Company. 

After Luther Ely Smith spoke in sup- 
port of the resolution. stating that it 
was the sentiment of the public cen- 
erally that no more bonds would be 
voted until the grant is wiped out, Jcp- 
tha D. Howe, acting as counsel for the 
receivers in charge of the Southern 
Traction property, open:d his guns cn 
Smith and his associates 

Howe said he had attended a con- 
ference on the repeal proposal a week 
ago in a downtown bank, at which Zei- 
big, Chairman Shapleigh of the Citizens’ 
Bridge Committee and Richard S. Hawes 
tabled a motion to indorse the repeal 
after Howe had presented his argu- 
ments. 

‘IT was told not to say anything about 
that, and I did keep my peace,” said 
Howe, “but when I saw these same 
gentlemen conducting a public meeting 
and participating in a movement to cru- 
cify this company for an ulterior pur- 
pose, I can keep silence no longer. This 
is an attempt to fool the public and 
you are fooling no one. You are Ccer- 
tainly not fooling us because we have 
consulted the best lawyers in St. Louis 
and in the country, and we know you 
cannot repudiate the contract made with 
us in good faith, without our consent.”’ 

Howe proceeded to warn the commit- 
tee that if they repealed the franchise 
they 
office, ‘‘stultifying themselves and the 
city, disgracing and dishonoring the 
city, attempting a fraud and trying to 
fool the people.’’ 

Cites Court Decisions. 

At the end of this speech Howe opened 
the numerous law books he brought 
with him and presented a legal argu- 
ment which attempted to show that 
courts in various parts of the country 
had made rulings which destroyed the 
value of the right to “alter, amend or 
repeal’ which was made the closing 
paragraph of the contract between the 
city and the traction company. 

Vincent McShane, an attorney, repre- 
senting the Central Civic Council, fol- 
lowed Howe shortly afterward with the 
statement that the law books are filled 
with decisions both ways on the ques- 
tion of repealing franchises, and said 
that the Missouri! Supreme Court never 
has ruled that a franchise in the condi- 
tion of the Southern Traction grant 
could not be repealed. 

City Counselor Baird, who cttended 
by invitation of the committee, repeat- 
ed the opinion he gave in writing in 
1918, that he did not thinn the courts 
would uphold a repeal under authority 
of the “alter, amend or repeal’’ clause, 
i&nless the company was in default. He 
said the courts would not question thy: 
extent of the default, If it existed. 

Baird said the reservation of the right 
to repeal in a contract was suggested 
by Justice Story in the famed Dart- 
mouth College case, as a means of avoid- 
ing the situation which arose there. The 
question at issue in that case was the 
power of the State to revoke the right 
granted Dartmouth College by the 
Crown to be a corporation. American 
courts since then have recognized a dis- 
tinction between the contract confer- 
ring the right to be a corporation, which 
is never taxed or otherwise recognized 
as property, and municipal franchises, 
which are a right to use public property 
to conduct a public business, and are 
taxed as property in every state. Ac- 
cording to Baird, the city cannot reserve 
the right to repeal a franchise, even 
when it does so in express language and 
in pursuance of directions to do so in the 
city charter. 

In response to a question by Council- 
man Fletcher, Baird said the city would 
not be liable for damages or compensa- 
tion to the Southern Traction Co. if it 
went through the form of repealing the 
0-year grant, and at the instance of the 
company, the courts later were to set 
aside the repeal as unlawfvl. 


Candidates Pledged Repeal. 
Howe closed his vigorous address to 


the committee by appealing to them to 
place themselves in the positions of the 
receivers appointed by a Federal Court

RESERVE BANK 
DIRECTOR ATTACKS 
COTTON POOL PLAN 


Indicates Belief Scheme Would 
Be Chiefly to Interest of Syn- 
dicate Back of lt. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 
SHREVEPORT, La., Oct. 14.—Before 


leaving for Dallas to attend a meeting 
of Class A directors of the Eleventh 
District Regional Bank, E. Kirby Smith, 
president of the Commercial National 
Bank ot Shreveport, explained his reas- 
on for opposing Festus J. Wade's plan 
for a cotton loan fund of $150,000,000. He 
denounced it, in his opinion, as a scheme 
gotton up more in the interest of St. 
Louls wholesale merchants and bankers 
than in the interest of the farmers of 
the South. 

Smith believes it would be much more 
profitable for the South, instead of bor- 
rowing from the proposed fund, to ad- 
vance that much money direct to the 
cotton farmers. He illustrates this by 
explaining that Shreveport, for instance, 
under the Wade scheme, would be per- 
mitted to borrow, on the indorsement 
of the Shreveport banks, $600,000 by put- 
ting up $200,000. The rate wouid be 7 
per cent and an additional one-tenth of 
one per cent for handling. 

A farmer, he explained, comes to eown 
and wants to borrow $30 a bale. He is 
advanced the money by the Shreveport 
banks, who also insure the cotton, make 
indorsement and then send it in to St. 
Louis, to be given credit. In addition to 
the 7 per cent required by the loan 
fund in St. Louis, one-tenth of one per 
cent is required for the handling of the 
loan by the syndicate. 

The farmer gets only about 5 cents for 
his cotton and the local bankers only a 
small rate of interest, Smith contends. 
The loan fund gets the balance, he says. 
This scheme, in Smith’s opinion, would 
principally benefit St. Louis interests, 
would largely usurp the power of the 
Federal regional banks and would place 
the South in a dangerous position. 

Smith points out that if the $200,000 
required by the Wade scheme, on the 
other hand, was put up by the local 
banks, borrowing through other chan- 
nels, they could get a larger amount and 
do a great deal more good, whereas the 
St. Louis loan would really amount to 
only about $300,000, 


MEDICINES TO 
ESCAPE WAR TAX 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Proposed 
taxation of proprietary medicines in the 
War Revenue Bill was ordered stricken 
out today by the Democrats of the 


Senate Finance Committee after Major- 


lity Leader Underwood had given notice 


that the House would not agree to tax 
“the poor man’s medicine.”’ 

The committee, however, did not elim- 
inate the proposed tax on perfumes, 
cosmetics and chewing gum, which had 
been added to the House bill. 

The Republican attack on the war 
revenue bill was continued in the Sen- 
ate today by Senator Penrose, who de- 
clared the measure was “war legisla- 
tion in time of peace’’ and that the ne- 
cessity for additional revenue arose 
from the total failure of the Democrat 
fiscal policy of tariff for revenue only. 
Senator Léwis made a vigorous reply. 

Upon the fate of a proposal today to 
amend the war revenue bill to provide 
for the Government purchase of 5,000,000 
bales of cotton to relieve Southern cotton 
growers may hinge the question of the 
time of adjournment of Congress. ‘he 
proposed amendment, final details of 
which had been decided upon at.a con- 
ference of Southern Senators, was to be 
introduced in the Senate today. 

Senators generally today declined to 
predict the outcome of the amendment. 

The proposed amendment provides 
that purchase of the cotton be made 
through issuance of $250,000,000 in 4 per 
cent bonds, the staple to be stored un- 
til 1916-17 and sold at 10 cents’a pound. 
In the event, however, the sale does 
not produce a sufficient amount fully. 
to reimburse the Government, it is pro- 
posed to levy an apportioned tax upon 
the states involved to obtain the dif- 
ference. 

The amendment would also restrict 
the cotton acreage in 1915. 


Foreign Syndicates Take Advantage 
of Buy-a-Bale Movement. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Taking ad- 
vantage of the ‘“‘Buy-a-Bale’”’ movement, 
British and German syndicates are 
said to have sent agents into the South- 
ern states sent agents directly from 
the planters. The prices the syndicates 
are paying are said to be far below the 
19 cents a pound patriotic Americans 
ere asked to pay to save the cotton- 
growing industry. Word of the activ- 
ity of the foreign buyers was divulged 
to at least one official of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture today. The mes- 
senger was a Georgia State official, who 
is opposed to the “buy-a-bale’’ scheme, 
because it is damaging the legitimate 

profit of the planter, he said. 

Foreign syndicates are reported to 
have built and leased warehouses in 
Southern cities In which to store their 
purchases. The insurance will be car- 
ried at a low rate in foreign companies 
and there will be no excessive storage 
charges to pay. When the war ends, 
the syndicates, it is said, will be in a 
position to dominate the cotton mar- 
ket. 

The 10-cent cotton purchasers are in- 
vited to invest in order to aid the plant- 
er. The planter gets only a small por- 
tion of the purchase prices. Most of it 
gees to the middle man and the bank 
handling the transaction. Warehouse 
charges and insurance remain a con- 
tinuing expense to the purchaser. As 
a result of these accumulated charges, 
the planter eventually gets about 7 
cents a pound for his product, not as 
much as he would get if the sale were 
made outright, and he is selling the cot- 
ton to the foreign buyers. 

The British syndicate has completed a 
warehouse at Macon, Ga. The German 
investors are said to be constructing a 
similar warehouse near Atlanta.

The propeller hurled the boy to 
one side of the launch.

He was taken to the Century Boat 
Club, opposite which the accident had 
happened, and then to his home.

CHICAGO, Oct. 14—Mrs. Ruth Me- 
Cullough, a 2-year-old ‘‘snake charm- 
er,’ and ker companion, C!arence -c- 
Cormick, 18 years old, son of a Lancas- 
ter (Mo.) farmer, were arrested here to- 
day, charged with the recent murder 
of Irvin Wellott, a wealthy farmer o9f 
Hedrick, Io., and are said by the police 
to have confessed their guilt in writing. 

The purpose of the murder which oc- 
curred Oct. 6, was robbery. The arrest 
was made early today by Sheriff W. E. 
Knox of Ottumwa, Io., and Sheriff E. 
J. Grimes of Keokuk County, assisted 
by a local detective, as the youth and 
girl were about to be evicted from a 


~ West Side rooming house for nonpay- 


ment of rent. The fugitives were pen- 
niless. 

The robbery netted them only §23 and 
McCormick had been unable to obtain 
employment. The girl was to have gone 
to work today as a waitress. 

The “snake charmer’ was a follower 
of county fairs and street carnivals and 
McCormick met her at one of these in 
Illinois. He became infatuated and fol- 
lowed her from place to place. 

Prisoners’ Statements, 

The signed statements of the prison- 
ere as given out by the police follow: 

“On or about Oct. 6, 1914, I got a mas 
by mame of Mellott to take Mrs. Ruth 
McCuliough and myself out in his auto- 
mobile, telling him we were to meet one 
Jessie Springer of Packwood, Io. Of 
course Jessic Springer was not there 
and we went from Packwood to Oska- 
loosa, arriving there about 8:30 p. m. 
From Oskaloosa we started back to 
Ollie, Io. 

“When we were about a mile from 
Hedrick I decided to shoot Mellott to 
get his money and valuables. I fireJd 
four shots, as near as I can remember. 
tHe did not die instantly and resisted me 
when I took his money and watch. I 
got $23 in United States currency and 
his watch, which I pawned on Madison 
street for $%. 

“Mellott leaned over in his seat after 
I shot him and the can ran on a sand 
or clay bank. I shut off the gasoline 
and the car stopped. Meliett was lying 
still in the car before I left it. Mrs. 


| Ruth McCullough, who was with me in 
the automobile, had no part in planning 


or killing Mr. Mellott. 

“My sole object in killing Mr. Mel- 
lott was to get money, as I had no 
‘money, no job, and very few clothes 
for myself or Mrs. {/ McCullough. I 
thought Mellott had about $100 on his 
person.”’ ‘ 

Woman’s Story.

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 14.—Member- 
ship in the new Federal reserve bank 
system should be made “more attrac- 
tive’ in the opinion of the delegates to 
the convention of the American Bank- 
ing Association in session here. At a 
joint session yesterday of the savings 
Fank and trust company sections a 
resolution was adopted recommending 
that a committee be appointed to confer 
with the Federal Reserve Board to this 
end. 

Speakers urged that state banks be 
permitted to enter the system without 
changing their present lines of business, 
and also that officials familiar with local 
conditions make examination of banks 
applying for membership.

ADMITS STOCK I 
DEAD ON MARKET 


'Has Small Hope of Realizing on 
Floral Garden Co. for De- 
funct St. Louis Firm. 


HEARING IN NEW YORK 
Woman Who Sold Home and 


Bought Bonds Less Than Year 
Ago Hears Testimony. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WNWEW YORK, Oct. 14.—E. P. V. Ritter 
put in several hours today answering 
the questions of Clarence T. Case of 
St. Louis, representing Trustee Freder- 
ick in the  Nicholls-Ritter-Goodnow 
realty failure before Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy Stanley W. Dexter. The only 
investor present was Mrs. Cora Russell 
of Yonkers, accompanied by her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. R. C. Mason, and the latter's 

husband. 

Ritter and his son, Paschal, appeared 
without counsel, and Ritter Sr., when 
Dexter suggested the possibility of the 
hearing being conducted without his 
presence, quickly said he would make 
no objection, as he was prepared to an- 
swer all questions. He seemed to be 
enswering frankly enough Case’s ques- 
tions which were designed to discover 
what chance there was to get anything 
out of the Floral Garden property over 
the fixed liens already on it, but Ritter 
seemed unable to hold out much hope. 

Property Practically Dead. 

Mrs. Russell, attending the hearing, 
was greatly hurt when Ritter testified 
that the Floral Garden property had 
been practically dead in the market for 
two years. He sold her bonds less than 
a year ago. 

Every effort heretofore had failed to 
induce Ritter to go to St. Louis to ex- 
plain the flow of funds between St. 
Louls and New York and the relation 
between the St. Louis company and the 
Floral Garden Development Co., in 
) which some portion of the vast differ- 
ence between the assets and liabilities 
appears to have been submerged. 
| The New York office was opened in 
August, 1907, as the Nicholls-Ritter Real- 
ty and Financial Co. Ritter denied he 
was actually in charge of the Nich- 
Olls-Ritter Realty and Financial Co. and 
ithe Nicholls-Ritter-Goodnow Realty Co., 
saying his son managed the office, but 
admitted the son had no official posi- 
tion. 

The first enterprise of the company 
here, said Ritter, was the handling of 
suburban realty. He denied the prop- 
erty known as Floral Garden was 
bought by or for Nicholls-Ritter Realty 
Co. It was purchased, he said, by him- 
self and a W. C. Roberts, and the 
Nichols-Ritter company was to have 
exclusive handling of the property. This 
property was bought for “A little over 
$20,000, exclusive of the improvements 
afterward put in.”’ 

Floral Garden Transaction. 

Later, when much of this property. 
called the first subdivision, was sold, Rit- 
ter said he exercised an option on ad- 
joining property, which was acquired 
by a New York corporation known as 
the Floral Garden Development Co. 

This latter company, he said, had 
never had a real interest in the rst 
subdivision, though, for the purpose of 
making a loan, it had been transferred 
to the dévelopment company. The irig- 
inal title to the rst subdivision had been 
placed in the name of his son for con- 
venience in transferring such lots as 
might be sold, he said. 

Ritter said that, in the first purchase, 
he had agreed that the company should 
have half of any profits accruing to 
him. 

There was a $10,000 mortgage on the 
first subdivision, so but a little over 
$70,000 was paid in cash. The first sub- 
division lots were sold on the install- 
ment plan. 

Mrs. Russell was formerly of St. 
Louis. She is the widow of T. Greer 
Russell, who was in the commission 
business in St. Louis and at the time 
of her husband's death had $35,000 in- 
vested in the realty company. She told 
a Post-Dispatch reporte# she had with- 
drawn about $15,000 at one time or an- 
other, but a few months before the 
Nicholls-Ritter failure had sold her 
summer home on Cape Cod for $5000 
and had bought Floral Garden bonds 
with the money. 

Neither Mrs. Russell nor her daughter, 
Mrs. R. C. Mason, seemed hopeful of 
any large dividends out of the elder 
woman's investment. 

Mrs. Russell was formerly a member 
of a 8t. Louis church, and it was 
through church work she came to know 
and admire Nichols, in which she seems 
to have much confidence. 

At the time of the failure, Mrs. Ma- 
son's husband went to St. Louis to see 
what could be done to serve his mother- 
in-law’s interests, and Nicholls signed a 
personal note for the amount and ex- 
pressed the opinion Ritter would also 
sign the note. Mrs. Mason says Ritter 
has assured her several times that there 
were 99 chances he would sign the note 
to one that he wouldn't, but the note 
still lacks Ritter’s name.

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PARENTS’ CONSENT 


NOW NECESSARY 
TO WHP PUPLS 


Board of Education Makes Past 
Practice in Public Schools a 
Rule for Future. 


The Board of Education last night 
added to its regulations a requirement 
that, In cases where pupils are deemed 
to need corporal punishment, the par- 
ents shal! first be consulted, and, if they 


give consent, the punishment will be 


administered. 

This has been the practice in the pub- 
lice schools heretofore, Blewett 
points out, but the board, by adopting 
the resolution, made an iron-clad rule 
regarding corporal punishment for the 
guidance of principals and teachers. 

In the past, however, he said, in rare 


Cases curporal punshiment has been ad- 
ministered by principals where.it was 
deemed immediate chastisement was 
needed for an infraction by a pupil. In 
some such cases parents were not noti- 
fied before punishment was adminis- 
tered. In future the parents will be 
notified at all times of infractions by 
pupils, and if they do not sanction pun- 
ishment by school authorities, the meth- 
od of chastisement will be left to them. 
After that if the pupil continue infrac- 
tions, the pupil will be suspended. 

The Committee on Instruction had rec- 
ommended that corporal punishment 
should not be abandoned. The Mis 
sourl Humane Society has been endeav- 
oring to abolish corporal punishment, of 
school children on the ground that it is 
cruel. George E. Dieckman, head of the 
society, said today that, despite the 
comimttee’s report, he would prosecute 
teachers or principals in case of com- 
plaint of cruelty in chastisement of pu- 
pils. 

Herman Mauch was elected president 
of the Board of Education to succeed 
Edward A. Raithel. 

The board rejected the A. J. Gallaher 
Plumbing Co.’s bid of $8990 on plumbing 
work in the new Bryan Mullanphy 
School and awarded thecontract to the 
Hanley-Casey Co., whose bid was $9600.

‘lutterly inadequate to keep the road going. 
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In the present emergency to relieve the dis- 
tress of the railroads the Post-Dispatch believes 
that rate raising should precede rate investiga- 
tion. 

Knowing the deadly delays of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in arriving at the conclu- 
sion of investigation, we suggested that the com- 
mission grant a moderate advance of rates to 
meet the stress of the situation created by the 
war, pending investigation. Many of the roads 
cannot await investigation; they need immediate 
revenue to meet fixed charges and operating ex- 
penses and to provide funds for maintenance and 
improvements. They need better financial con- 
ditions to obtain the capital required to maintain 
adequate equipment and service. Better railroad 
conditions would produce better conditions in -all 
lines of industry and commerce. They would 
stimulate business, On the other hand, railroad 
bankruptcies and receiverships would increase 
financial and industrial depression. 

Another important consideration is that of 
safety and service. Insufficient railroad revenues 
mean danger and reduced service. ¢ 

We urge the same considerations to the State 
suthorities. To press the railroads into increas- 
ing distress and debt is fatal policy. The condi- 
tion of the Wabash Railroad revealed by the re- 
ports of its receivers shows that present rates are 
It 
must have relief or its usefulness will be greatly 


So clear was the necessity of relief in this case 
that Judge Adams gave approval to the petition 
of the receivers for an advance of rates. Recelv- 
er Lusk tetified to similar conditions on the 
Frisco. Undoubtedly most of the roads are suf- 
fering, temporarily at least, from curtailment of 
revenue actually necessary for their proper 
maintenance, not to speak of desirable progress. 

The State Public Utility Commission should 
search its powers to find if it cannot grant tem- 
porary relief until the existing emergency has 
passed or the whole matter of rates can be ad- 
justed on an equitable basis by the commission 
or the Legislature. One of the first acts of the 
Legislature should clear up the rate question and 
empower the commission to act in its discretion. 
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SYMPHONY PROSPECTS BRIGHTEN. 
Now that several of the active committees of 
the Symphony Society have met in executive 
session, at a well-known cafe, we expect that 
the worst is over and the money will be some- 
how raised. 

Nothing promotes enthusiasm like an ex- 
ecutive session in an atmosphere of good spir- 
its and good living. Liberality and a well-fed 
condition are inseparable. Largess and leanness 
are incompatibles. Who would expect. bounties 
from hungry men? But bon vivants and philan- 
thropy are boon companions.

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ADVICE TO VOTING WOMEN. 

The Remonstrance, a periodical opposed to 
woman suffrage, quotes Mr. Nathan Straus as 
saying that California, where women have the 
vote, is one of the few states which still permits 
the sale of milk from tubercular cows. This peri- 
odical also charges that there are better child 
labor laws in the male-suffrage states than in 
states where women have the vote. Also that the 
laws for wage-earning women in Nebraska, where 
women cannot vote, are better than those in Colo- 
rado, where women have voted for years. 

We understand the handicap the women voters 
are under in most of the suffrage states. But as 
long as opponents to woman suffrage can make 
these and similar accusations, the cause of suf- 
frage will make slow progress. The women 
should concentrate all their efforts to enlighten 
the public for the passage of laws that will re- 
move the stigma.of apathy from the states where 
they have the vote. It is imperative that it be 
shown that the woman’s vote means something 
more than the doubling of the number of ballots 
cast. 

TWO WAYS OF KEEPING PRISONERS. 
Uncle Sam held 6000 Mexican war refugees pris- 
oned in a camp at El Paso for the better part of 
a year. Within their barbed wire enclosure, 
guarded by soldiers and fed at the country’s ex- 
pense, the Mexicans took their ease. The heaviest 
labor performed by the men was shuffling cards 
and “shocting” craps. Before the camp was in 
operation a fortnight, the guards had to work 
harder keeping Mexicans out than keeping them 
in. 

Germany, we are told, is preparing to employ 
her prisoners of war, now sald to number 240,000, 
in draining marshy lands and building roads. 
Uncle’ Sam's method was undoubtedly the more 
generous, but we are not prepared to argue that 
it was the wiser. 
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Why such harsh names for things? The so- 
called Pickpocket Trust at Chicago was only a 
systematized movement for collecting war indem- 


nities. 
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PENSION PAYMENTS DECREASE. 
Names on the pension roll having shown a de- 
cline of 35,053 during the year ending June 380 
last and pension payments having decreased by 
$1,764,114, it is optimistically asserted that ap- 
propriations for the old soldiers and their fam- 
ilies reached high water mark in 1913, when the 
rames numbered 820,272 and payments aggregated 
$174,171,660. 

But several times before it has been thought 
that the apex had been passed. One of them was 
nearly 20 years ago, when, a total of $142,000,000 
having been appropriated, the amount expended 
began to decline. In the nature of things a max- 
imum must be reached some time and it may be 
that that time was in 1913. Heretofore, however, 
increase in the amount of individual pension 
payments and in the liberality of the conditions 
governing eligibility to the roll has caused all 
predictions to go awry. 

The fact that 49 years after the close of the 
Civil War 785,239 persons are still on the roll 
explains the reluctance with which citizens favor 
extensions of the pension tystem—for instance, 
extensions which would render civilian employes 
eligible as well as those who have rendered mili- 
tary service. Up to June 30 $4,633,511,926 had 
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the past is not recorded in history, though the 
nations now engaged in war wil have a chance 
to set new records. 
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HOWE AND HIS WORKS. 

Attorney Jeptha D. Howe of the Southern IIli- 
nois Traction Co. charges that the demand for the 
repeal of the loop franchise is a “fraud, a subter- 
fuge, a makeshift, a deception,” to get the people 
to vote bonds for the completion of the bridge. 

Well, the people of St. Louis do want the bridge 
completed. So far as Howe is concerned, with or 
without his precious franchise, his road can’t get 
into St. Louis unless the bridge is completed. 

As to “fraud,” in view of the history of the 
Southern Illinois Traction Co. and the collapse of 
the Lorimer banks, he should use the word with 
bated breath. 

The truth is, Howe has been the evil genius of 
the municipal bridge. His original franchise 
grab, put through by reason of his influence as 
Republican boss, was a practical seizure of the 
upper roadway of the bridge. Subsequently, he 
was forced to accept radical amendments, which 
freed the bridge from his grip and greatly modi- 
fied the loop franchise. But he and his fran- 
chise have been the chief obstacles to the build- 
ing of the bridge and now menace its comple- 
tion. 

Naturally, the people of St. Louis want to get 
rid of Howe and all his works. There is no 
“fraud, subterfuge, makeshift or deception” in 
this popular demand. And they will do it; if not 
by vote of the Municipal Assembly, then by their 
own votes through the initiative.

OUR 1.3 PER CENT OF IMMIGRATION. 

In periods of normal prosperity immigration 
to the United States averages 1,000,000 a year. 
Last year 13,781 of these immigrants came to Mis- 
souri, a larger number than for several prior 
years. Doubtless most of them located in Mis- 
souri cities. 

A problem as important as at any time here- 
tofore is a wider distribution of these new ar- 
rived peoples. If four or five times 18,781 of 
these homeseekers had been headed for this 
State and placed on our great area of unoccupied 
lands, benefits would have accrued not only to 
Missouri, but to the immigrants themselves. 
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WINNING THE HOUSE FOR THE G, O. P. 

A gain of one Missouri district is included in 
the advance estimate on which the Republican 
Congressional Committee bases a claim to con- 
trol of the next House. Two Missouri districts 
are now Republican and 14 Democratic. Which 
one of the 14 is going to replace its Democratic 
member with one opposed to Mr. Wilson? 

To pick this district would be difficult, but not 
harder than to pick the exact Democratic dis- 
tricts that are going to give Republican majfori- 
ties in other states, where general assertions of 
gains are made. Since the loss by the Democrats 
of a member in a specia! election last spring, the 
present House has stood 289 Democrats and 146 
Republicans, Progressives and Independents. To 
give the Republicans a majority of one, 72 dis- 
tricts now represented by Democrats must elect 
Republicans. The committee asserts that it has 
located not merely 72 but 87 districts that are 
going to do that very thing, 15 more than are 
needed. Here is where 67 of them will be found: 

New York 14, Illinois 10, Ohio and Penusyl- 
vania 8 each, Kansas 5, Massachusetts and 
Indiana 4 each, California, Colorado, lowa “nd 
New Jersey 8 each. 

This is gaining Congressmen in fairly large 


groups. In each of Maryland, Michigan, Montana, 
Nebraska, New Hampshire, Rhode Island, Wash- 
ington and Wisconsin two are claimed and in 
each of West Virginia, Delaware, Minnesota and 
Missouri one is claimed. 

The very maximum of Republican hopefulness 
gives only a slender basis for predictions that 
the Democrats will lose the House. And that 
slenderness is dependent on the assumption that 
the four states of New York, Illinois, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania will obligingly supply 42 of the 
needed votes, that the President’s own State of 
New Jersey, which now has but two Republican 
Congressmen, is going to elect three more, that 
progressive Kansas will supply .five and that 47 
more votes will come “from scattered districts in 
which small changes of sentiment can be dis- 
cerned. 

In view of the Maine election, the assumption 
seems extreme.

War Flags 


The German Ensign. 
By Eleanor Clapp. 


Know ¥e not my 


Before me floats my flag of black 
and white.” 

So sang the victorious Prussian troops 
as they marched through France in the 
summer of 1870, for then the Prussian 
ensign was black and white only. There 
was no German empire and no German 
fiag—simply a consolidation of German 
states to fight a common foe. 

When the King of Prussia was pro- 
claimed German Emperor by the Princes 
and Kings of the smaller German states 
in the Hall of Mirrors in the gorgeous 
palace of the French monarchs at Ver- 
sailles, among the many matters to be 
arranged by the new empire was that 
of a national flag. 

Prussia had her flag, so had Bavaria, 
and the various other states and free 
cities had their own peculiar local ban- 
ners. But in 1867, just after his victori- 
ous war with Austria, Prince Bismarck 
had formed a confederation of North 
German states, under the leadership of 
Prussia. Its affairs were regulated by 
a Parliament, and at its head was the 
King of Prussia, and this confedera- 
tion had for trade purposes adopted a 
flag for its mercantile marine which 
contained three horizontal stripes—black, 
white and red. 

The black stripe at the top and the 
white in the center were the colors that 
the Hohenzollerns, or ruling house of 
Prussia, had carried for more than 50 
years, and to these were added a red 
stripe from the old flag of the Hanse- 
atic League, or trade union of the Ger- 
man cities in the Middle Ages. 

Bismarck proposed that this trade flag 
of the North German confederacy, which 
its ships had carried all over the world, 
should be adopted as the flag of the 
United German Empire, and it was ac- 
cordingly done. 

The war ensign of the German Em- 
pire is a black cross on a white ground, 
with the Prussian eagle on the center 
disc. The imperial navy carries the 
black, white and red flag with a black 
cross in the center. This black cross 
en both these flags represents the fa- 
mous “iron cross’’ of the Teutonic order. 

The imperial standard of the German 


AM a Prussian.

Emperor is yellow powdered with black 
eagles and the “iron cross” surrounded 
with a white border. In the center of 
the banner is a shield ear oe the arms 
of Prussia, with a cro above, bor- 
dered by the distinguished order of the 
Black Eagle. - 

In the German ensign, the black, white 
and red flag, it is interesting to note 
that the black and white stripes repre- 
sent the might of the empire, being, as 
has been said, the colors of the Hohen- 
zollerns and of Prussia, while fhe red 
and part of the white stripe also sym- 
bolize the remarkable commercial genius 
of the nation. 

The famous Hanseatic League, from 
whose flag these colors were taken, was 
founded as early as 1241, when the towns 
of Lubeck and Hamburg took united 
action for the purpose of securing for 
their merchants the safety of the road 
connecting the North Sea with the Bal- 
tic, and they were soon joined by other 
maritinfe cities which took steps to pro- 
tect their common interests. As early 
as 1164 the merchants of Cologne had 
a guild hall in London and had formed 
a Hansa or association of merchants 
there. 

As the strength and reputation of the 
league grew all the most powerful Ger- 
man cities sought to be admitted to it, 
and it flourished until near the middle 
of the seventeenth century, when, 
owing to internal] jealousies and also to 
the fact that it had no one strong ruler 
to back it, as had the merchants of 
France and England, it gradually disin- 
tegrated. 

In a land some part of which was al- 
ways at war it had encouraged trade 
with the whole of Europe, protected its 
members from the extortions of petty 
rulers, from the thievery of robber 
barons and the depredations of less weil 
born highwaymen. It had encouraged 
art, freed the skilled artisan from many 
oppressions and built up that backbone 
of any nation, the prosperous middle 
class, so its colors well deserve a place 
on the German flag.

of the prolonged embargo on an open 
market, is necessarily increasing every 
day, the potential supply has not in- 
creased at all since the war broke out 
except through the very few new issues 
such as New York City’s. 

“This fact leaves as the main problem 
of doubt the question whether European 
investors in an Open market would be 
selling more American securities than 
they sold in the last days of July, or 
less. The weight of probability leans 
Strongly to the second of these suppo- 
sitions. 

Foreign Exchange Is Firm. 

“Foreign exchange advanced another 
fraction, reaching, at 4.97%, the highest 
rates of last week, and marking an ad- 
vance of %c over yesterday’s early low 
figure. An impression prevailed that the 
‘Gold-Pool Committee’ was today doing 
virtually nothing in the market. Wheth- 
er the policy to be pursued will be in- 
fluenced by proposals, from the London 
side, which may be submitted by the 
representative of the British Exchequer, 
who is to confer personally with our 
bankers, is an interesting matter of con- 
jecture. 

“It has not yet been made known what 
is the nature of the British Govern- 
ment’s reported plan of relief, as re- 
gards either international exchange or 
the London Stock Exchange. Action on 
this side will necessarily be affected by 
any positive policy adopted in London— 
this being especially true of the stock 
market. 

“The plan for raising a fund of $150,- 
000,000, loans which will enable the cot- 
ton planters-of 1914 te-store and hold 
their product until another season, has 
undoubtedly certain difficulties of its 
own; but it has the merit of being the 
only feasible solution yet proposed. The 
chief and most obvious difficulty lies in 
the problem of fixing the price at which 
advances on cotton should be made. 

“Widely divergent opinion exists as 
to what the normal price of the staple 
is, and this divergence must continue 
until a longer lapse of time, under war 
conditions in Europe, settles the ques- 
tion how far aggregate demand on both 
home and foreign markets has actually 
been curtailed. 

The Cotton Question. 

“But this is a detail in the calcula- 
tion. At some basis of valuation, lend- 
ers can safely advance large sums on 
warehoused cotton. The project 
averts, at any rate, first, the instill- 
ing in the public mind of false and 
mischievous notions regarding values, 
and second, the recourse of leaning 
helplessly on the Government. 

“The much disciussed expedient of 
‘valorization’ can ni no caSe mean 
anything, unless the Government goes 
into the market for the ‘valorized’ 
commodity, undertaking to buy 
whatever has not been sold at the 
established price or higher. The sug- 
gestion of trying that experiment in 
this country, just when the similar 
experiment of the Brazilian Govern- 
ment with the coffee crop is in its 
most dismal aftermath, will hardly, 
appeal to serious consideration. 

“Co-operative action by the banks of 
the country, on the basis of syndicate 
subscriptions, has already proved feasi- 
ble in the matter of New York City’s 
obligations, and in the general problem 
of foreign exchange. ‘The process has 
operated smoothly, for the reason that 
American banks are familiar with it. 

“Joint subscription to a centralized 
fund, to be administered by a prear- 
ranged committee and for definite pre- 
arranged purposes, achieved success be- 
tween 1890 and 1907, in a !@hg series of 
experiments wherein the scope 
emergency

“If England has this time found it ad- 
visable or necessary to utilize Govern-

Nothing could contribute more to 
the prestige and credit of 
finance, when the present period 
strain is over,

bankers and business men settled the 
country’s problems of the hour from 
their own resources, and asked no gov- 
ernmental favors.” ;
